Double Barreled Probe Of Federal Housing Setup Nearing 


WASHINGTON DV-’The 
decks 
were cleared today for a double 
barrelled probe of 
a 
possible 
scandal in certain of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s housing operations. 
The first official rumbling of 
continuing trouble in the Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
(FUA) 
cam e late yesterday when the 
White House announced the re s­ 
ignation of FUA Commissioner 
Guy T. O. Hollyday. 
President Eisenhower at the 
same time ordered Housing Ad­ 
ministrator Albert M. Cole to im ­ 


pound FHA’s records “ to facili­ 
tate the investigations which are 
being conducted.” 
Shortly afterward. Cole, Holly, 
day ’s boss, announced that his 
agency will investigate “ various 
irregularities and abuses” in the 
home modernization and repair 
program . Householders allegedly 
had been fleeced. 
Detailing allegedly shady m an­ 
ipulations in apartm ent project 
financing, Cole said private pro­ 
moters obtained FUA - insured 
m ortgages for twice the value of 


their property. Then they would 
collapse their corporations 
and 
declare themselves 
“ liquidating 
dividends” thereby raking in siz­ 
able “ windfalls.” 
Cole said probers have dug up 
251 such cases in which the pro­ 
m oters’ total take was “ well over 
75 million dollars.” 
He said this practice was “ so 
prevalent and widely known that 
it is inconceivable that responsi­ 
ble FUA officials could be un­ 
aware of it.” 
He said criminal charges could 


be brought against the apartment 
house prom oters, if evidence of 
collusion turned up. But if it was 
only a m atter of the promoter 
outguessing the 
appraiser, 
he 
said, no such legal action was 
possible. 
Turning to the reported abuses 
in the billion-dollar-a-year home 
repair field, he said some home 
owners have been charged double 
the value of work done under 
FHA-insured loans. He said there 
were many cases of slipshod per 
formance and still others where 


salesmen 
promised 
“ rebates” 
that never were paid. 
Cole also said the 
FRI 
will 
check j>n alleged “ illegal or un­ 
ethical action” in the handling of 
apartm ent project financing by 
FII \ officia. Here he said, in­ 
vestigators will search for evi­ 
dence 
of 
“ collusion” 
between 
apartment builders and federal 
officials in the insuring of m ort­ 
gages on 
inflated .appraisals— 
something that he said already 
has cost the governm ent better 
than §75 million. 


Cole indicated he expects few 
criminal actions, but he added 
that “ the great num ber of these 
cases indicates there was either 
gross negligence or collusion.” 
Allegedly off • color apartm ent 
project financing 
was 
said 
to 
have developed under the post- 
World War ll housing program , 
which died four years ago. 
Rut Cole said complaints about 
overcharges and shoddy work in 
the home repair field have been 


coming in for years, right up 
through 1953 when the Eisenhow­ 
er administration cam e to power. 
Cole paid tribute to Hollyday, 
61-year-old form er m o r t g a g e 
banker from Baltimore, 
as “ a 
good Christian gentleman.” 
But he said Hollyday, who was 
appointed by Eisenhower about a 
year ago, might be held partially 
responsible for abuses under the 
housing repair program because 
“ I believe he has been aware of 
it and did not act.”

Dr. Paul R. Hawley of Chicago, 
in an address last night to the 
Ohio State Surgical Assn., said 
the issue of compulsory medical 
insurance is “ only quiescent and 
needs merely the breath of the 
left wing administration such as 
we enjoyed from 1933 to 1953 to 
rouse it.” 
Fee-splitting is the practice of 
referring patients to other doctors 
for supplementary examinations or 
surgery often considered unneces­ 
sary. Doctors have been accused 
of establishing 
agreem ents 
with 
their colleagues to share in the fees 
derived from such extra services 
“ Failure to take action against 
unnecessary surgery in our profes­ 
sion might lead to action such as 
resulted when 
Wall 
Street 
had 
fleeced enough people to cause the 
establishm ent of the Federal Trade 
Commission,” he said, adding: 
“ The medical profession has the 
choice of heeding or disregarding 
these lessons in history.” 
The Surgical Assn. passed a res­ 
olution declaring the practice of 
fee-splitting to be “ no longer ordi­ 
nary or necessary” in Ohio. 
The resolution read;

unalterably opposed by the m em ­ 


bers of the Ohio State

The association’s public rela­

opinion in the interpretation a n d 
administration of the .statutes relat­ 
ing to the assessing of real prop­ 
erty for taxation purposes. In my 
opinion, this condition should not 
exist, particularly between public 
officials required to carry out the 
provisions of the statutes. 
They should not attempt to sub­ 
stitute their judgment for laws en­ 
acted by the General Assembly of 
Ohio and interpreted by the courts 
of Ohio. 
We are enclosing four entries is­ 
sued by the board of tax appeals 
from October IO, 1951 to September 
I, 1953. for the purpose of inform­ 
ing public officials of their specific 
duties as provided by law. These 
entries were issued for the sole 
purpose of ending any misunder­ 
standing in regard to the required 
official actions of any and all elect­ 
ed or appointed officials charged 
witl, the duty of assessing, levying 
and collecting real property taxes. 
Copies of each of the entries is­ 
sued by the Board were mailed to 
each county 
auditor, 
treasurer, 
prosecuting attorney, and to each 
board of county commissioners in 
the State of Ohio. 
The first entry was issued un­ 
der date of October IO. 1951, and 
explains in detail the equalization 
of assessed values as required 
under the provisions of II, B. 644, 
enacted by the 98th General As­ 
sembly, 
effective October 25, 
1949. 
The second entry was issued un­ 
der date of April IO, 1952, supple­ 
menting the previous entry of Oc­ 
tober TO, 1951. This entry related 
to the specific duties of the board 
of tax appeals and the county aud­ 
itor. It included and set forth not 
only the constitutional and 
statu­ 
tory enactments relating to the as­ 
sessing and equalizing of real prop­ 
erty values, but in addition thereto, 
decisions by the Supreme Court of 
Ohio relating to the same matter. 
Quoting from section 5548, G. C., 
then in effect, 
and now section 
5713.01 of the Revised Code, it is 
pointed out that each county is the 
unit for assessing real property; 
second, the county auditor shall be 
the assessor of all real property in 
his county for purposes of taxation 
(except public utility property as­ 
sessed by the tax commissioner); 
third, it is the duty of the county 
auditor to assess all real estate in 
his county at its true value 
in 
money; 
FOURTH, IT IS the duty of a 
county auditor to view, revalue and 
assess all real property in his coun­ 
ty once in each six-year period be­ 
ginning with the year 1943: fifth, it 
is the duty of the county auditor at 
any time, to revalue and assess any 
or all real estate in his county, at 
its true value in money, when he 
findsdhc same has changed in val­ 
ue, or is not on the tax list at its 
true value in money; sixth, t h e 
auditor, with the approval of the 
hoard of tax appeals, may appoint 
and employ such experts, deputies, 
clerks or other employees as he 
deems necessary to the perform­ 
ance of his duties as assessor, the 
compensation of such employees to 
be fixed by the board of county 
commissioners; 
Seventh, such experts, deputies, 
clerks and other employees, in ad­ 
dition to their other duties, shall 
perform such services as the aud­ 
itor directs, in ascertaining facts, 
description, location, chrracter, di­ 
mensions of buildings and improve­ 
ments, and other circumstances re­ 
flecting upon the value of real es­ 
tate as w ill aid the auditor in fixing 
its true value in money: eighth, the 
auditor may also summon any per­ 
son lieder oath in respect to any 
matter pertaining to the value of 
any real property w i t h i n the 
county. 
On page two of the entry, t h e 
following language appears; 
“ (I) The law never contem­

and the Board of Tax Appeals 
has no intention of assuming 
such a duty. The law clearly pro­ 
vides that the assessment of real 
property for taxation shall be at 
the county level and shall be one 
of the duties of the County Aud­ 
itor.” 
The third entry was issued by 
the Board on August 25, 1952. This 
entry answered sixteen (16) ques­ 
tions submitted to the Board of Tax 
Appeals by the county auditors. It 
not only supplemented the two pre­ 
vious entries of October IO, 1951 
and April IO. 1952 relating to the 
program of assessing and equaliz­ 
ing tax valuations of real property, 
but in addition, answered specific 
questions relating to the duties and 
powers of county boards of revision 
and county budget commissions. 
We wish to call your attention to 
the following language appearing 
on page 7: 
“ The county board of revision 
shall in all respects he governed by 
the laws respecting the valuation 
of real property and shall make no 
change of any valuation except in 
accordance with such laws. 
B B * 
“ THE BOARD of revision is re­ 
quired to hear complaints relating 
to the assessment of real property 
as the same appears upon the tax 
list and duplicate of the current 
tax year, and ^.shall investigate all 
complaints and may increase or 
decrease any such valuations or 
correct any assessment complained 
of. or it may order a reassessment 
by the original assessment officer. 
(Section 5597, G. C.) 
“ Any taxpayer may file a com­ 
plaint as to the valuation or a s s e s s ­ 
ment of either his ow n or another’s 
real property valuation in any year 
providing the complaint is f i I e d 
with the county auditor on or be­ 
fore the time limited for collecting 
the first installment of taxes with­ 
out penalty. (Section 5609. G. CL)” 
On September I, 1953. the Board 
of Tax Appeals prepared and issued 
an entry for the express purpose 
of calling to the attention of each 
county auditor, and the members 
of each Board of Revision in Ohio, 
their respective duties and respon­ 
sibilities relative to the valuing and 
assessing of real property for tax 
purposes. On page two of the entry, 
reference was made to the duty of 
the county auditor to assess all the 
real estate in his county. Starting 
on page three and continuing for 
the next four pages, were instruc­ 
tions and exact copies of six sec­ 
tions of the General Code relating 
to the duties of the County Board 
of Revision to review and revise 
the work of the county auditor.

Usual Symptoms 
The symptoms are usually p er­ 
sistent back pain accom panied 
by stiffness. The pain m ay radiate 
to both buttocks and down either 
groin and both legs. There m ay be 
some disc protrusion along with 
the slipping of the vertebrae over 
each other. The discs are bits of 
cartilage between the bones of 
tile spine. 
The nerve sym ptom s are usu­ 
ally not as severe as occurs in disc 
cases. The back pain often disap­ 
pears when the person lies on his 
back. Long periods of standing 
frequently aggravate the sym p­ 
toms of the disorder. 
Unknown Reasons 
A lthough m ost cases occur a f­ 
ter injury, they can occur because 
of unknow n reasons. The disease 
occurs more frequently after the 
age of thirty . Careful X-ray ex­ 
am ination will usually reveal the recent.

Dr. Kettering 
states that when this can be ana­ 
lyzed it may be possible to produce 
synthetic foods from air and water. 
She continued with the fact that 
Ohio has contributed enormously to 
the development of the atom, and 
added the hope that the atom will 
justify the sweat and toil invested 
in it by leading to useful peacetime 
applications for the benefit of peo­ 
ple the world over. 
Mrs. Jury said that, “ Only 
re­ 
cently cam e the announcement that 
a method had been found to con­ 
vert low grade radioactive atoms 
directly 
into 
useful 
electricity 
which could eventually mean that 
our homes will be heated with units 
the size of a match box. 
Experts say we w ill be seeing 3-D 
television; while an electric eye on 
the range 
shuts off the 
current 
when the bottom of the pan reaches 
a certain temperature, and a de­ 
vice will automatically close t h e 
windows when it begins to rain.” 
Mrs. Jury concluded her paper 
by stating, “Today Ohio is shoul­ 
dering, as it has in every period of 
tension, a great portion of the task 
of arming the country for defense. 
We live in the very heart of the war 
industrial area. Perhaps at times 
our thinking is colored by a vague 
terror, a fear of atomic attack, but 
the intrepid spirit that sustained 
our pioneer fathers in the conquer­ 
ing of both savage and wilderness 
will manifest itself in this and in 
coming generations. 
The 
most 
accurate 
measuring 
stick for the future of Ohio is to 
be found in the people themselves 
—people who are proud without be­ 
ing arrogant—people who believe in 
the dem ocracy of opportunity and 
in the aristocracy of achievement.

A form er State D ep a rtm en t offi­ 
ce r said: “ I choked up for several 
m inutes . . . I just couldn’t sp e ak .” 
A new spaper editor, recounting 
his reactions to a 
statem en t by 
M cCarthy, said: “ His words re g ­ 
istered slowly. I m ust have looked 
baffled as well as astonished, al­ 
most incapable of trusting my own 
sen ses.” 
T hese 
expressions 
cam e,

course, from w itnesses under in­ 
vestigation, not those put on the 
stand to give testim ony 
against

Through 
speeches 
and

m ents in the m ore public phases 
of his activity, M cC arthy has gen­ 
era ted -fierce 
feelings

y e a rs since he first began talking

and

nists in governm ent. 
But even m ore violent em otions 
h av e been aroused in the room s 
w here he holds his m eetings. He 
h as been accused of m ishandling 
w itnesses there, and of violating 
the first principles of A m erican 
justice.

The Tribune generally has sup­ 
ported M cCarthy. 
M cC arthy’s

sta te m en t to his client

“ I am troubled by w hat a w it­ 
ness testified to yesterday. I asked 
him if you were a Com m unist and 
he 
refused to answer upon 
the 
ground that it might in crim in ate 
him 
Why should he refuse to an- 
answ er? It seem s to me from this 
that you are a C om m unist.” 
G reen says ne told the co m m it­ 
tee that th a t was not fair. His 
article continues: 
“ Why not ask my client if he 
was a C om m unist? Silence. I then 
turned to my client and asked him 
to sta te on the record w hether he 
w as a C om m unist . . . and client 
.stated em phatically that he was 
not.” 
J a m e s W echsler, m anaging edi­ 
tor of the New’ York Po$t, also 
su m m o n ed before the com m ittee, 
c a m e aw ay from his hearing with 
a sim ilar reaction.

News and Inform ation officer in

Roy Cohn passed his 27th b irth ­ 
day last Feb. 20. He is short and

and jerky. He has a m achine gun 
m anner of speech, and he seldom 
seem s to be without an answ er. 
He was adm itted to the b ar in 
1948 and sworn in as an assistant 
U. S. attorney the sam e day. He 
worked on the William R em ington 
perjury trial, the Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg 
espionage 
cases 
and 
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the trial of “ top Com m unist lead ­ 
ers in New York. 
Reed H arris said his own h e a r ­ 
ing left him with the im pression 
that “ Cohn’s job is to p rep a re a 
‘s c rip t’ for use against the w it­ 
ness. Then, during a hearing, if 
som ething turned up as evidence 
th a t didn’t fit Cohn’s script, they 
would ignore it. The answ ers w ere 
either ignored or the facts w ere 
taken and twisted into a m ythical 
plot.” 
No charges were placed against 
H arris either before or after his

closed session 
and a total of nearly 15 hours in 
five public — and televised — ses­ 
sions.

m ore than 20 years ago. security 
clearan ces for som e State D e p a rt­ 
m ent officials, .the location of two 
radio tran sm itters for the Voice of 
A m erica and the cancellation of 
som e Voice of A m erica H ebrew 
language broadcasts to Israel. 
“ It seem ed to m e,” H arris said, 
“ that all this w as being put to­ 
gether to show a conspiracy e x ­ 
isted, som e sort of fantastic plot 
th a t I was p erp etratin g .” 
He told the com m ittee the He­ 
brew’ broadcasts 
were 
cancelled 
purely for reasons of economy. 
H ow ever, H arris said later, the 
fact th at they were discontinued 
at the tim e of the “ Jew ish doctor’s 
plot” in Moscow—prior to P re m ie r 
Stalin’s d eath—brought inferences 
in the questioning that he had d e ­

WASHINGTON 
UP)—Clark 
G rif­ 
fith, not one to be awed by Presi­ 


dents of the United States, says he 
once told Franklin D. Roosevelt to 
stay away from the baseball sea­ 
son opener—and made it stick. 
At a luncheon yesterday honor­ 
ing his Washington Senators, the 
84-year-old club owner recalled he 
had been dropping in at the White 
House for 43 years to present gold 
passes to the chief executive. 
“ I had a lot of interesting ex­ 
periences,” Griffith said, “ but I 
think I got the biggest kick out of 
the time 
I 
told 
off 
President 
Franklin Roosevelt.” 
Griffith said it was early during 
World W ar II, in 1942 or 1943. 
‘‘Roosevelt was a good baseball 
man and a great friend of mine,” 
Griffith said. “ He greeted me as 
usual and I gave him his pass and 
he said he’d be at the ball park 
on opening day. 
‘‘I said no 
he 
wouldn’t. 
And 
Roosevelt said: ‘Why not?’ I said 
there was a w ar on. 
“ He said: ‘Who’s running this 
show?’ and I said: ‘You’re running 
the country, Mr. 
President, 
but 
I'm running my ball club.’ 
‘‘Roosevelt laughed and slapped 
his side. ‘I know who you’ve been 
talking to,’ he said, ‘that blasted 
Secret Service. They told 
me 
I 
copldn’t go hut I didn’t think they'd 
go behind my back like that.’ 
‘‘That’s what 
they 
did. 
They 
came up to me and told me they'd 
been trying to keep him from going 
but that he insisted. So they told 
me I was the only one who could 
tell him off.” 
Griffith paused, ‘ I did it. He 
sent out a substitute.”

In the war against Indochina, 
which not too remotely 
involves 
Burma and Thailand, one of t h e 


weapons available to the United 
States is non recognition of R e d 
China. As long as the Peking re- 
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gime has no seat in the United Na­ 
tions. it has no “ face” in Asia, its 
prestige is not as great as those 
nations which do have seats in the 
United Nation1'. 
Red Chinese representatives can­ 
not make long speeches on great 
problems in a world forum. They 
are unable to use the United Na­ 
tions as a sounding board to attack 
the United States on racial issues 
and to proclaim to all the world the 
superiority of the Sinic peoples. 
Chou En-lai cannot compete w i t h 
Yishinsky in violent d i a t r i b e s 


against American capitalism, while 
advocating American 
capitalistic 
investments in China. 
We shall undoubtedly get a sam- j 
pie of Chinese oratory at Geneva 
and I can tell you that it can be 
biting, even fierce to the point of 
hysterics. But the Geneva Confer­ 
ence is not 
the 
United Nations ’ 
where every little issue can be 
magnified into an attack on th e 
United States with ample quota-1 
Lions from Marx, Lenin and Mao 
Tzetung. 
If the United States continues to 


hold. the position that Red 
China 
must cease her belligerency before 
conversations on recognition w i l l 
even he listened to, some little may 
he accomplished at Geneva in es­ 
tablishing that the United States is 
horrified by Red Chinese barbar­ 
ism and that good conduct m u s t 
precede, not follow, 
recognition. 
Such an attitude may lead to war 
between the United States and Red 
China: its converse is no guaran­ 
tee that there can be peace in the 
world. Indochina is now the princi­ 
pal theater of a continuing war.

What’s happening to the farm ers’ 
share of the consum ers’ 
dollar? j 
Ralph Sherman, agricultural econ­ 
omist at Ohio State, says one thing 
it certain, it doesn’t hold still very 
long. 
The lowest return to farm ers 
was in 1932 when they received 32 
cents from each dollar consumers 
spent for products farm ers produc­ 
ed. The highest was 54 cents in 
1945. For those who like averages. | 
Sherman says the average share of 
the consumers’ dollar received by 
farmers was 44 cents. 
He says the trend from the price 
peak of 1918 to the 1945 price peak 
shows an increase of 3.2 cents. 
Price charts indicate this 37-year 
period was a complete economic 
cycle. 
During the last 40 y e a r s , the j 
farmers’ share of each dollar has 
increased 5.6 cents. T hat’s 14-hun­ 
dredths of a cent per year.

The Ohio Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation has announced its support 
of a new government program 
for wool which the organization 
says “will benefit not only t h e 
wool producers but the American 
taxpayers as w ell”. 
According to D. R. Stanfield, 
assistant executive secretary of 
the farm organization, the n e w 
program 
would take wool out 
from under government p r i c e 


supports and “ domestically pro­ 
duced wool prices would be per­ 
mitted to seek their own level in 
the market, competing directly 
with other fibers and with 
im ­ 
ported wools. Then, U. S. w o o l 
producers would receive direct 
payments from the Government. 
These would equal the difference 
between 
the 
average 
market 
price for the season and 90 per­ 
cent of parity.” 
Stanfield added: “ Each produc­ 
er would receive the sam e sup­ 
port payment per pound of wool, 
no m atter how much he received 
for his wool iii the m arket place. 
This would allow each grower his 
reward for efficient production 
and marketing.” 
The farm leader pointed out 
that the new system would not 
require government loans, pur - 
chases, storage, or any other in­ 
terference with the market.

Pickaway 
County one of Ohio’s important 
sheep counties, r a n k i n g 24th 
among the 88. There were ap­ 
proximately 1,104,000 sheep and 
lambs on Ohio farms last year, 
he estimated, and 16,600 of them 
were in Pickaway County.

Hog raisers planning to have 
their swine vaccinated a g a i n s t 
cholera this spring were 
advised 
today to be sure about the health 
and condition of the herd before 
vaccination is carried out. 
Dr, A. H. Quin, president-elect of 
the American Veterinary Medical 
Association, 
said 
that 
in 
cases 
w here swine have recently recover­ 
ed from influenza, half of them 
may be resistant to all methods of 
cholera vaccination, 
In other cases, over reactions, in­ 
cluding pulmonary complications 
have to be coped with, Dr. Quin 


said. However, some diseases, such 
as atrophic rhinitis, may have no 
effect on the anim al’s resistance to 
the vaccine. 
Dr. Quin suggested that farm ers 
seek professional advice on the con­ 
dition of the herd and on the type 
of vaccination best suited to the 
local situation in planning cholera 
protection.

WASHINGTON Ut) — House For­ 
eign Affairs Committee members 
have called for greater use of farm 
surplus (up to $1 billion worth) in 
the U. S. foreign aid program. 
The committee m em bers spoke 
out at a hearing on the $3,497,700,- 
000 mutual security aid program 
for the fiscal year starting July I. 
The bulk of this program —$1,768,- 
900,000—w'ould go to the F ar East. 
Dr. D. A. Fitzgerald, deputy to 
Foreign Aid Chief Harold E. Stas- 
sen, told the committee the agency 
plans a 60 per cent cut in funds 
for surplus farm goods. He 
said 
the current year’s total of $241 mil­ 
lion will drop to $60 million.
